“independent.” 

Bar Association chairman Dr. 
Amnon Goldenberg, a Liberal Party 
figure, said yesterday that the as- 
sociation normally “keeps clear of 
interfering in political matters. But 
our feeling is that this matter goes 
beyond politics, that it is importent 
to the very nature of our society.” 

Following the cabinet's decision 
against appointing such a commis- 
sion, Gold lenberg said that the as- 
sociation will continue to press for 
its establishment. 


“I am not without hope,” he ad- 
ded, pointing to the example of the 
commission which investigated the 
state oil company, Netive Neft, 
more than a decade ago. “At first 
that also was resisted by the govern- 
ment. And that was a far less serious 
matter,” said Goldenberg. 


Some 30 law professors and lec- 
turers from the Hebrew University

The newspaper's military cor- 
respondent, Ya’acov Erez, said the 
Phalangists’ chief of staff was sum- 
moned to Israel Defence Forces 
headquarters in Beirut and asked to 
send his men into “clear the area of 
terrorists."’

Goodman starts testimony 


Allan Goodman, who took the 
stand yesterday for the first time in 
his trial for murder and attempted 
murder during the Temple Mount 
shooting spree fast April, told the 
Jerusalem District Court that by 
“liberating the spot holy to Jews,” 
he expected to become “the King of 
the Jews.” 

Goodman, an immigrant from 
Baltimore who had started his com- 
pulsory military service a short time 
before he shot his way into the 
Dome of the Rock, is being tried on 
one count of murder and five counts 
of attempted murder. 

In more than four hours of 
testimony, Goodman described his 
life as a loner who had serious dif- 
ficulties in forming relationships 
and who was expelled from three 
different countries for various 
reasons. 

Goodman said that he had vowed 
after the Coastal Road massacre in 
1978 that he would avenge such 
murderous anti-Semitism and in- 
deed on the same day, he attacked , 


an Arab waiter at Ulpan Etzion in 
Jerusalem where he was a student. 

Goodman told the court that he 
had joined the IDF solely to learn 
how to use a weapon so that he 
could carry out his vow. 

The attack on the Dome of the 
Rock was described by Goodman as 
“like a dream,” and he said chat his 
M-16 rifle “turned into a magic 
wand” in his hands. ; 

“Nothing I have done in my 
whole life has matched the feeling I 
had during those moments on the 
Temple Mount when I carried out 
my mission,” Goodman ‘said. 
“From acertain standpoint, there is 
no more reason for me to live.” 

During cross-examination by at- 
torney Michael Kirsh, Goodman 
said that all Arabs should be expel- 
led from the Land of Israel, by force 
if necessary. But, he added, “T have 
nothing against Arabs personally, [ 
just hate them as a people.” 

Goodman said that he had known 
at an early age that he was “singled 
out to be the Messiah.” (Itim) 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Moscow radio 
yesterday said that the previous mis- 
sion of U.S. marines and other 
foreign troops helped Israel by 
stripping West Beirut of its Palesti- 
nian defenders. 

Reporting on President Ronald 
Reagan's announcement that the 
multinational force would return to 
the Lebanese capital, the Soviet 
broadcast said “he did not in any 
way censure Israel, the organizer of

Arafat’s itinerary may include Cairo 


CAIRO (UPI). — PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat told an Egyptian politi- 
cian that he planned to visit Cairo in 
the near future, an opposition party 
newspaper said yesterday. 

The weekly newspaper Al-Shaab, 
which speaks for the socialist 
Labour Party, said party chairman 
Ibrahim Shukry met Arafat in 
Rome last week. 

“Arafat expressed his gratitude 
for the Egyptian people's role in 
curbing Israeli ambitions and ag- 
gression against the Arab nation 
(world),”" the newspaper said. “He 
said he planned to visit Cairo in the 
near future to convey to the Egyp- 
tian people the Palestinians’ ap- 
preciation.” 

Arafat currently is touring Arab 
states, but there was no mention of 
Egypt in the itinerary announced in 
advance. 

Arafat met yesterday with Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud, who 


stayed away from an emergency 
Arab foreign ministers meeting, 
which opened in Tunisia last night 
to discuss the Beirut massacre, to be 
on hand for the dialogue with 
Arafat. 


The Saudis are believed to be try- 
ing to dissuade Arafat from follow- 
ing positions advocating derailing 
the Arab-Israeli peace process 
through massive terror reprisals 
against Israel. 


Sources in Jedda said that the 
Arafat-Saud meeting discussed, 


among other things, a’ proposal” 


made Monday by King Hussein of 
Jordan for a prompt dialogue with 
the PLO on 2 referendum, compris- 
ing the Arab inhabitants of Jordan 
as well as the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, on “the form of 
relattonship’ between Jordan and a 
future independent Palestinian 
state.

even during the Christian 2 "attack. 
“At dawn Friday we got some’ 
RPGs over our heads and small 
arms fire.” 

According to the accounts of 
several soldiers, the Christians ap- 
peared at the Israeli positions at the 
crossroads near the Kuwait Em- 
bassy in the last hour of daylight. 
“There was nothing secret about 
it," said one soldier. “They were 
lined up on the road. One of them 
told me ‘we're going to kill 
terrorists." 

The Israelis said the Christians 
began to move east towards the 
camp entrance about 800 metres 
away as darkness began to settle in. 
“They were ready for battle but it 
wasn't much of a battle formation,” 
said one soldier. “They were pretty 
bunched up,” After an initial ex- 
change of fire, said the soldiers, 
there was almost no firing to be 
heard from their position for the 
rest of the night. 

Sometime during the night, 2 
militiaman returned from the camp 
to the nearest Israeli unit to request 
a stretcher. “] asked him what was 
happening,” said one of the soldiers 
who had been present. “He said 
‘We killed 250 mukharibin 
{terrorists). It was just absurd — 
there was no shooting and they 
killed 250 terrorists, We laughed 
among us when he left and said they 
must be counting civilians. Then we 


stopped laughing and began 
thinking about it. I began to think 
that maybe they were — not 2 
massacre. but killing some 
civilians.” 

After first light Friday, the Chris- 
tians began to bring jeeps and other 
vehicles into the camp. including 
bulldozers. “We thought they were 
going to use the buildozers to 
destroy houses.” They learned later 
that the Christians had used the 
bulldozers to try to bury the bodies 

Israeli sentries posted at the en- 
tries to West Beirut stopped Israeli 
journalists from driving in and said 
they had orders not to permit entry 
to anyone without an escort from 
the army spokesman's office. 
However, the young soldiers who 
had been near the Sabra camp were 
happy at the chance to talk to a 
journalist who came upon them and 
to express their puzzlement, shock 
and anger.

He 
speaks excellent French and some 
English. 

Although eclipsed by his more 
charismatic brother since the 1975- 
76 civil war that established Bashir 
as the leader-of East Beirut, Amin is 
not unpopular in the Christian 
afeas. His portraits adorn buildings

Arabs will overtake Jews: 
in Jerusalem in eight years 


_The Arab -population ‘of the 
Jerusalem ‘metropolitan area will 
draw even with the Jewish popula- 
tion in eight years, if the Jewish sec- 
tor continues its current annual rate 
of increase of 1.8 per cent, said 
Shmariyahu Cohen, the Housing 
Ministry's director for the 
Jerusalem 1 district. πόαν 

Speaking yesterday at an Interior 
Ministry meeting devoted to the 
planning and ‘development of 
Jerusalem and ‘its environs, Cohen 
said that Jews form 53 per.cent of 
the capital’s population (320,950 
persons), while Arabs represent 47 
per cent (283,600 persons). 

Cohen noted that the city's 
demogrephic balance has tilted in 
favour of the Arabs since its unifica- 
tion following the Six Day War in 
1967, The rate of ‘growth ‘of the 
Arals" popidafios “has: stabilized: at 
3.7 per-cent 2 year, while the J 
rate of growth has slid from 29 per 
cent in 1967 to 1.7 per cent in 1980. 

The Jerusalem metoropolitan 
area is bounded by Ramallah on the 


north, Bethlehem on the south, 
Moa’ale Adumim on the ‘east and 
Beit Shemesh on the west, Cohen 
explained. © ᾽ 
Since the Six Day War, 46,000 
housing units have been built in the 
Jerusalem metropolitan area and 
the city’s population has grown by 
100,000 people, Cohen said. In 
order to retain a Jewish majority in 


‘the capital, he said, 28,600 ad- 


ditional housing units must be built 
and 68,000 Jews must come to live 
in Jerusalem within the next 
decade. 

. Interior Ministry director-general 
Haim Kubersky told the meeting 
that only the adoption of a master 
plan for the development of the Old 
City and the setting of a clear policy 
for the city’s northern environs 
prevented the division of Jerusalera 
into Jewish and Arab sections.

METULLA. — The two South 
Lebanese residents detained on 
Saturday by the Jsrael Defence 
Forces in Beirut‘on suspicion of 
taking part in the massacre of 
Palestinians were not militiamen of 
Maj. Sa’ad Haddad, IDF sources 
Said yesterday. 

The sources said an IDF in- 
vestigation hag found that the two 
are residents of Nabatiya who had 
travelled by car to Beirut with a 
third Nabatiyan to visit relatives” 

In Beirut their car joined a long 
column of Israeli tanks. When the 
tanks arrived at the command post 


of Druse leader Walid Jumblatt, - 


men inside the position opened fire 
on the tanks and the lone 
-automobile. 

One of the passengers was killed 
and the two others returned fire. 
They had received arms when they 


joined one of the popular militias 
being organized in Shi'ite villages in 
Southern Lebanon and commanded 
by officers of the Amal organiza- 
tion. 

After the fighting stopped. IDF 
soldiers took the two South 
Lebanese residents into custody. At 
that time, the rumour began that 
fighters of Haddad's militia were bs- 
ing held by the IDF after taking part 
in the massacre. 

The IDF spokesman vigorously 
denied reports in the foreign news 


* media that the IDF had brought 


Haddad’s men to Beirut, who then 
took part in the massacre. “Major 
Haddad’s forces did not at all take 
part in the massacre and were not 
even in the Beirut area,” he said. 
The spokesman expressed his regret 
that foreign newsmen in Beirut are 
misleading the public with such 
reports, which he said are without 
foundation. 


Dulzin calls for inquiry into massacre

Sewish Agency Executive chair- 
man Arye Dulzin- yesterday called 
for an investigation into the 
massacre of Palestinians in West 
Beirut. 


Speaking at the weekly executive 


meeting in Jerusalem, Dulzin, ἃ. 


Liberal Party leader, said he was 
“certain that the events surrounding 
the massacre will be checked and 


investigated,” and that “the good, 


name of the Jewish people will be 
cleared from all hint of 
wrongdoing...Let us keep our cool 
and not be dfagged into the libels 
‘against us," Dulzin said. 

Former Labour foreign minister 
Abba Eban said yesterday that “It is 
shocking and astonishing that a 
prime minister who did not quibble 


over appointing a commission of in- 
quiry over who killed Haim 
Arlosoroff would not accept the in- 
vestigation of two new decisions 
which have no equal in their 
stupidity and obtuseness: the deci- 
sion to send the army into West 
Beirut and the decision to enable 
Lebanese murderers to cross IDF 
lines and work their insane wills 
upon defenceless men, women and 
children. 

“There is no atonement for such 
terrible decisions except by the 
resignations of those responsible for 
them.” 

-MK Charlie Biton said that “The 
Black Panther and DF-PE 
leadership decided to appeal to the 
Tami Party and its leader Social Al- 
fairs Minister Aharon Uzan to leave 
the government immediately.” 


IDF lifts South Lebanon’s curfew

METULLA. — Village markets in 
South Lebanon thronged with shop- 
pers yesterday for the first time in a 
week, as the Israel Defence Forces 
lifted the curfew that had been im- 
posed following last week's assas- 
sination of president-elect Bashir 
Jemayel.

Elsewhere in Lebanon, 1DF 
troops carrying out a routine search 
captured six terrorists hiding in 
several residential buildings in Tyre. 


Shortages of water and petrol 
have been reported in several areas, 
particularly Beirut, where residents 
have been coming to fire stations to 
obtain water. 


In an otherwise quiet West 
Beirut, unidentified men fired 
several bursts from automatic rifles 
and one threw a hand grenade at an 
IDF position. No one was injured 
and the fire was returned. 


Tel Aviv police taking steps to block terrorism 


TEL AVIV. (Itim). — Police are 
beefing up their presence in public 
places and increasing the number of 
roadblocks at the entrances to the 
city because of a growing coucern 
over the possibility of a wave of ter- 
rorist activity during the holidays. 
Tel Aviv District Police Com- 
mander Nitzav Avraham Turgeman 
yesterday told a special meeting of 
top police officers that the following

Hagoel said plans for a new 
power station near the Bilat- 
Ashkelon oil pipeline terminal, just 
south of Ashkelon, were still being 
held up because of a political 
wrangle, but he was hoping a deci- 
sion would be made in the next few 
weeks,

NAZARETH. — Thousands of 
Arab pupils and adults in the 
Galilee and villages in the Triangle 
took to the streets yesterday to ex- 
press their condemnation of the 
Beirut massacre. The demonstra- 
lions turned into disturbances in 
several places and police clashed 
with demonstrators. Five 
Policemen, including one officer, 
were slightly injured, four police 
vans were damaged and more than 
45 youngsters were arrested on 
Suspicion of stoning passing cars, 
blocking roads and raising Palesti- 
nian flags, 


Senior police officers and of- 
ficials dealing with Arab affairs met 
with Arab representatives and urged 
them to pursuade the youths not to 
take the law into their own hands. 

In Sakhnin, policemen forcibly 
dispersed hundreds of pupils who 
blocked the main road, but the 
young demonstrators regathered in 
the village centre. Some pupils car- 
ried portraits of PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. 


In Musmus village in the 
Triangle, about a hundred residents, 
including adults, blocked the Afula- 
Hadera highway and stoned passing 
cars. One police officer was slightly 
injured while dispersing this illegal 
demonstration. 

Hundreds of Kafr Yasif pupils 
demonstrated in the main road, car- 
rving black flags and placards 
denouncing the massacre. 

In Nazareth, hundreds of pupils 
in the municipal high school left 
their classes and demonstrated out- 
side the building. 
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Disturbances rock Arab 


In Haifa, unknown persons 
daubed hostile slogans on the walls 
of several public buildings. A 
number of youngsters were arrested 
on suspicion of circulating leaflets 
near an Arab girls” school, 

There were also incidents yester- 
day in these other villages in the 
Triangle: 

In Taibe. police fired shots into 
the air to disperse demonstrating 
pupils. All pupils stayed away from 
school, roaming the streets and 
burning tires. 

Yn Tira, all educational institu- 
tions were struck, while pupils held 
a demonstration and carried an 
empty coffin. In order to prevent 
their arrest for displaying a Palesti- 
nian flag, the pupils carried four 
separate pennants — black, green, 
red and white — which together 
made up the colours of the flag. 


fn Baka al-Gharbiya, youths on 
Monday night set fire to the car of 
police who had come to investigate 
a waffic accident. 

fn Kafr Kari, a police van was 
burned on Monday when residents 
threw an explosive charge during an 
illegal procession. The policemen 
jumped from the van unharmed and 
arrested several suspects. So far 
over 20 Arab youngsters from the 
Triangle villages have been arrested. 


Reliable sources told The 
Jerusalem Post that tension is runn- 
ing high in western Galilee villages. 
Galilee district police commander, 
Nitzav-Mishne Meir Sadeh met 
with the local council heads of Deir 
Hanna, Arraba and Sakhnin and 
warned them that police would not 
hesitate ta prevent extreme ele- 
ments from taking the law into their 
own hands. The three chairmen

promised to.do their best to ease the 
tension. 

According to the decision of 25 
out of 45 chairmen of Arab Local 
Councils within the Green Line, 
Israe}i Arabs are to go on strike to- 
day to express their sorrow over the 
massacre of their kin in Beirut. It is 
not clear how many will respond to 
this call. 

Heads of Arab Local Councils 
who are considered moderate in- 
formed the authorities that they 
would not take part in the genera) 
strike since its organizers “attempt 
to exploit the tragic events for 
political profit." The Arab bus com- 
pany running public buses to and 
from Upper Nazareth informed 
Mayor Menahem Ariav that buses 
would operate as usual, 

But reliable sources fear that 
radical groups would use violent 
means to compe! moderates to take 
part in the strike. 

Yesterday large contingents of 
policemen and Border Police 
patralled Arab villages. They were 
to have patrolled again today, but it 
was learned that the police have 
reached a gentlemen's agreement 
with the heads of locai councils and 
will not emer the villages, where 
organized demonstrations will be 
held to protest the massacre. The 
focal councils will be responsible for 
keeping order. 

The Prime Minister's adviser on 
Arab affairs, Benyamin Gur-Arye, 
said that Israeli Arabs have the right 
to strike today but advised them not 
to respond to radical inciters. 

Elsewhere, 20 Beduin sheikhs 
yesterday morning came to the of- 
fice of the adviser on Arab affairs in 
Beersheba to express their shack at 
the massacre, 


W. Bank universities rap military order

The vice-chancellor af 
Bethichem University, Brother 
Thomas Scanlan, charged yesterday 
that the military authorities in the 
West Bank were enforcing a 
military order conceming higher 
education in the area, despite 8 
specific undertaking to the contrary 
given to the Vatican by the Israeli 
Embassy in Rome. 

Brother Scanlan, who was par- 
ticipating in a press conference 
called by the three West Bank un- 
iversities, sdid the Vatican secretary 
of state had protested to the Israeli 
Embassy about military order 854, 
which is seen by the universities as 
seriously compromising their 
academic independence. 

“On September 15, the Israeli 
ambassador in Rome informed the 
Vatican that order 854 will not be 


imposed on those who object to 
signing undertakings stemming 
from it. Apparently the military 
roadblocks (outside Bethlehem 
University) are not considered ‘im- 
posing’ by the military authorities,” 
he said. 

Bethlehem University opened its 


academic year on Sunday, but, ac-° 


cording to Brother Scanlan, stu- 
dents who are not West Bank resi- 
dents and who had not obtained 2 
suitable permit from the military 
government were not allowed to 
continue their studies. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday that the contact be- 
tween the Vatican and the embassy 
in Rome had related to Jordanian 
regulations pertaining to higher 
education and that no undertaking 
of the sort alluded to by Brother 
Scanlan had been given. 

The press conference was called 


specifically to protest the move by 
the military authorities requiring all 
non-resident academics,: high 
school teachers, administrative 
employees and students to sign a 
statement denouncing the PLO and 
describing it as a terrorist organiza- 
tion. 


To date, 11 academics at Al- 
Najah University, whose work per- 


. mits have expired and who refused 


to sign the undertaking, have been 
forced to leave the area. 


Dr. Leighton Pratt, an Irish 
national who teaches at Birzeit 
University and who heads an ad hoc 
committee of foreign passport 
holders, said there were 108 
academics likely to be affected by 
the order and that they represented 
between a quarter and a third of the 
teaching staff at the three univer. 
sities in the area,

Bonn opposition gives 
Schmidt another week 


BONN (UPI). — The Free 
Democratic Party yesterday endor- 


* sed a decision to overthrow Chan- 


cellor Helmut Schmidt on October 
I. and Schmidt's Sucial Democrats 
fetaliated with a call for a revolt in 
the small liberal Purty, 

Bruving the possibility of a grass 
roots rebellion, the presidium of the 
Free Democratic Party, which en- 
ded its coalition with Schmidt on 
September 17, voted to accept an 
agreement feached Monday night 
by party chairman Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher with Christian 
Democratic leaders, a party 
spokesman announced. 


Under the agreement the two 
Parties, who have a majority in 
Parliament, will replace Schmidt 
with Christian Democratic leader 
Helmut Kohl by a “constructive no- 
confidence vote” on October |. and 
then ask for voters’ approval in a 
new election on March 6, 

Schmidt's party, which wants to 
run a.minority government until it 
δεῖς agreement to hold new elec- 
tions in November, responded with 
an open appeal to Free Democratic 
members of parliament to desert 


Genscher and stand by their old 
coalition allies. 

The Social Democratic presidium 
in a declaration published yesterday 
offered thase liberal Free 
Democrats upset by the party's sup- 
port of the conservative Christian 
Democrats u “political homeland.” 

It called on the foes of Genscher, 
who had been foreign minister and 
vice-chancellor under Schmidt, to 
fight for their ideals. The declaration 
offered to form a new coalition with 
rebel Free Democrats. 

Social Democratic hopes of a 
split were based on demands of 
some Free Democrats that 
Genscher be fired as chairman and 
a call fora special party congress by 
three provincial party branches op- 
posed to Genscher's new policy. 

The Christian Democrats need 23 
of the 53 Free Democratic votes in 
the 479-seat parliament to give Kohi 
the necessary 249 votes to replace 
Schmidt with Kohl. 

Last week 17 Free Democratic 
members voted against Genscher's 
new coalition policy and the Social 
Democrats apparently hoped their 
appeal would result in new deser- 
trons. 


Same type of gun used in 
attacks on European Jews 


BRUSSELS {AP), — The sub- 
machine gun used in last Saturday's 
ultack on a Brussels synagogue was 
the same type used in previous at- 
tacks on Jewish targets in Europe, 
Justice Minister Jean Gol said 
yesterday, 

He said spent 9mm. shells found 
near the downtown synagogue have 
led investigators to conclude the 
gunman used a Polish-made WZ-63 
automatic weapon. 

Gol told reporters that the same 
type of weapon was used in the 
August 9 attack on a Paris 
restaurant that left six persons dead 
and 22 injured, last June's at- 
tempted assassination in London of 


Israeli Ambassador Shlomo Argov 
and in the August 29, 1981 attack on 
a synugogue in Vienna. 

He indicated Belgium plans to 
form a special anti-terrorism force, 
but did not give details, 

Gol called for closer cooperation 
between European law enforcement 
agencies in their fight against 
terrorism, He said he hoped a 
special October 25 meeting of Euro- 
pean Economic Community justice 
ministers could bring this about. 

Four persons who were standing 
outside were wounded when a gun- 
man on foot fired two bursts 
towards the Brussels synagogue 
where a Rosh Hashana service was 
being held. 


Egyptian-built 
jetfighter due to 
fly next month 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt will unveil 
the first jetfighter manufactured 
locally next month, Defence 
Minister Field Marshal Abdel- 
Halim Abu-Ghazala said on Mon- 
day night - 

The newspaper ἡ λάγανα, in 
yesterday's late editions, said Abu- 
Ghazala made the disclosure at a 
meeting of the defence and national 
security committee of the third an- 
nual congress of the ruling National 
Demncratic Party. The congress, al- 
tended by some 4,000 delegates, 
opened on Monday. 

The newspaper said the jet will 
make its maiden flight October 19. 


Bomb blasts at 3 Iraqi facilities in Europe 


LONDON. — Bombs went off in 
three Iraqi centres in Europe on the 
eve of the second anniversary of the 
Iran-Iraq war, but no one claimed 
responsibility and police said no ar- 
rests were made, No injuries were 

reported. 

The bombs damaged the Iraqi 
Embassy and Iraqi Airlines office in 


Vienna and the Iraqi Cultural © 


Centre in Madrid. 

“Tt is very likely that the second 
anniversary of the war between Iran 
and Iraq prompted terrorists to 
launch these attacks,” Austrian 
Interior Minister Exwin Lancs said. 

‘Police said the damage was exten- 
sive. 

The first bomb went off in Vienna 
around midnight, shattering win- 
dows, damaging the entrance of the 


Amnesty flays Philippines 
for murders and torture 


LONDON (UPI). — Philippine 
government forces have killed, tor- 
tured or arbitrarily detained 
hundreds of people in the last 18 
months despite the lifting of martial, 
law, Amnesty International said 
yesterday, 

In a hard-hitting report coin- 
ciding with President Ferdinand 
Marcos’ visit to the U.S., the 
London-based independent human 
rights organization said that abduc- 
tions and “disappearances” were 
carried out “with official sanction” 
by intelligence, security and 
paramilitary groups in the Philip- 
pines. 

Amnesty International said that 


despite official denials “it bad con- 
cluded from the available evidence 
that the government had failed to 
discipline guilty units effectively 
and was continuing to tolerate il- 
legal acts against civilians.” 
Marcos, who met with President 
Ronald Reagan on Monday, 


blamed “sloppy reporting” for the 


accounts of brutality, torture and 
political murders in his country but 
admitted that some cases of such 
prisoner abuse may have occurred. 


Amnesty said vicitims of the 
government included peasants, 
tribal people, trade unionists and 
church workers.

Catholie church 


WARSAW (AP). = Poland's 


military authorities yesterday issued, 


a new warning to the Roman 
Catholic church, saying some 
sermons created an impression it 
could be heading towards the role 
of an opposition party. 

The hardline army daily Zolnierz 
Wolnosci (Soldier of Freedom) said 
in a commentary — the second suc- 
cessive criticism of the church this 
week — that this could jeopardize 
church-state cooperation. 

The criticism comes on the heels 
of other commentaries in the 
government daily Rzeczpospolita 
(Republic) and the United Peasants 
Party daily Dziennik Ludowy (Pea- 
sant's Word) on a September 6 
sermon by Bishop Ignacy Tokarc- 
zuk. 

The papers have criticized 
Tokarezuk for his sermon con- 
demning police violence during 
August 31 rioting marking the se- 
cond anniversary of the founding of 
the independent union Solidarity. 

Meanwhile, a deputy education 
minister revealed yesterday that more 
tham 1,000 persons ave Jost their fobs 
in Poland's school system as the 
result of ideological loyalty checks 
carried out after the imposition of 
martial law.

LONDON (Reuter). — Iran's 
Islamic legislators have ruled that 
kissing for sexual pleasure has to 
stop. Kissing for sexual pleasure, 
drinking alcohol and homosexuality 
are among a list of moral offences 
offi cially outlawed by legislation 
passed in Iran's parliament this 
week. 

Teheran newspapers said yester- 
day that the law, which established 
punishement of 100 lashes for first- 
time offenders against the kissing 
ban, would run for an experimental 
period. 

The law also establishes stricter 
punishment for recidivists — persis- 


tent homosexuality, for example, - 


will lead to execution, the papers 
said. 

Punishment for moral offences 
has been widespread’ since Islamic 
fundamentalists came to power in 
Iran more than three years ago. But 
the latest legislation was the first 
time such measures had been put on

Gandhi to Brezhnev: Afghan 
solution must be political 


Moscow (Reuter).. — Indian 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 


yesterday called for a political solu- 
tion to the Afghan crisis when she 
had talks with President Leonid 
Brezhnev in the Kremlin, Indian 
sources said. 

Afghanistan was one of the main 
topics at the 85-minute meeting on 
the second day of Gandhi's week- 
long official visit, and she reiterated 
India's demand that fighting there 
should stop, the sources said. 

India has never directly con- 
demned Moscow's intervention in 


Afghanistan in, 1979. but has. 
. repeatedly said’ it” is uneasy about 


the continued [oyment of up to” 
100,000 Soviet troops there. 

Gandhi told Brezhnev that New 
Delhi wanted to see a negotiated 
settlement to the problem and 
above all favoured direct talks 
between the Soviet-bagked Afghan 
leadership and neighbouring states 
such as Pakistan. 

The Indian sources said Brezhnev 
told Gandhi that Moscow felt the’ 
situation in Afghanistan was now 
stabilizing, and offered no new 
proposals for ending the conflict.

Soviet raid kills, wounds”

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — 
Soviet bombs and rockets killed or 


wounded 60 persons, including - 


women and children, in Afghanistan 
last week, western diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said the attack took 
place at the Chandalboi bazaar in 
Paghman Province, 60 kilometres 
northeast of Kabul, in an area which 
the Soviet-installed Babrak Karmal 
regime had claimed was free of 
rebel influence, 

Last week's bomb and rocket at- 
tack followed several insurgent 
raids against regime military out-. 
posts in the area, the sources said. . 
As a result of the raids, an undeter- 
mined number of government 
troops had defected to the insurgent 
side, they said. "

FROM THE vantage point of our 
own brief life-spans, the civilized 
past seems to stretch back endless- 
1, but in terms of the time needed 
to adapt to an utterly new way of 
living, it has not been nearly 
enough, Our intellects have outrun 
our reflexes — or more simply, our 
heads have outrun our hearts. 

There is no help for that. It might 
have been preferable to develop 
civilization more slowly, over a few 
thousand lifetimes, if it was to have 
a good chance of survival. We may 
indeed be too smart for our own 
good. But here we are, and we will 
win or lose in terms of the present 
situation. 

There are pessimists who would 
argue that human civilization is self- 
limiting, and ultimately self- 


‘destructive, in much the same way 


as the alcohol-producing yeast 


cultures used to ferment beer | 


ultimately produce a level of 
alcohol that kills them off. The 
likeliest analogue in human culture 
is our propensity to pursue our 
old tribal institution of warfare, in 
modified aid far more destructive 


. forms, until we achieve a level of 


technology at which war will close 
down the whole experiment in 
civilization. , 

They may be right. They will cer- 
tainly prove right unless we 
recognize just how fragile and 
precarious an achievement buman 
civilization is, and treat it much

A MONTH'S exposure to what 
European journalists had to say 
about events in the Middle East 
amounted to a masochistic exercise 
ἴῃ self-restraint. No wonder the 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Tourism complained (Thursday, se- 
cond programme) of difficulties in 
trying to induce potential tourists 
from Europe to come our sunny 
way. 

German tourists seemed less in- 
clined than others.

DAVID DUBINSKY, veteran U.S. 
labour leader and for many years 
president of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers Union 
(ILGWU) and who died there last 
week at the age of 90 was a firm sup- 
porter of Israel. 

In The New York Times Weekly 
Review, published in Monday's 
Jerusalem Post, a tribute by A.H. 
Raskin describes in detail how 
Dubinsky, an immigrant from 
Poland, built the Garment Workers* 
Union and battled the racketeers. 
Tn the process, he lifted union 
members out of the sweatshops. 

No report, however, on Dubinsky 
could be complete without men- 
tioning his contribution to Israel. 
Dubinsky, who was born in Poland 
in 1892, began his career as a baker, 
At IS, he organized a strike against 
all the bakeries in Lodz, including 
his father’s, In his youth he was cool 
to Zionism, but this attitude began 
to change after he arrived in 
America, and Germany saw the rise 
of Hitler. 

Dubinsky visited Israel in 1966 as 
a guest of the Histradrut. He was.in-. 
strumental in building a bridge 
between Israel and American 
labour. He, and his union, sup~ 
ported major projects in Israel such 
as trade schools, hospitals and hous- 
ing projects for new immigrants. 

ALEXANDER ZVIELLI 
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Gavish sees no limit to Koor’s growth 


TEL AVIV, --- There is no limit to 
Koor’s growth. This is the view of 
Yeshayahu (“Shaike”) Gavish, who 
recently moved up one slot to 
become president of Koor In- 


- dustries, the largest industrial com- 


plex in Israel. Gavish, who left the 
IDF 12 years ago with the rank of 
Aluf (General) to head Koor 
Metals, was born in Tel Aviv in 
1925, Although he has been “in 
business” for more than a decade, 
he was recently drafted by Israel TV 
to be its military commentator dur- 
ing the Peace for Galilee campaign. 
This indicates that he, like many 
other former senior officers, still 
likes to follow the country’s security 


’ situation closely. 


- 


As for taking over from the 
former president of Koor, Naftali 
Blumenthal, MK, who is now the 
board chairman, no startling 
changes in the firm's direction are 
expected. The two men worked 
together over the past few years 
“with a minimum of friction and a 
maximum of understanding.” 

The key-note, both past and pre- 
sent, is to grow slowly but surely, 
with special emphasis on setting up 
plants in the development areas and 
to help stabilize their populations, 
while hungrily eyeing the export 
markets. 

“For the immediate present. we 
don't see any limit to Koor's expan- 
sion," Gavish says, noting that in 
Fortune's 198] list of the 500 largest 
industrial companies outside the 
US., Koor 3s only in 175th place. 
“We still have a long way to go to 
get into the top 100 outside the 
USS., but we did move up 22 places 
in one year.” 


Sales of Koor goods and services - 


grew from $2 billion in 1979 to $2.7 
billion in 1981, with this year's 
target set at $2.9 billion. While 
Koor's industrial exports stood at 
$452 million last year, this year's 
target is $530m., a considerable 
growth despite the “soft*’ market 
abroad due to the intemational 
recession. 

At present, Koor is exporting 
directly 31 per cent of its output; 
the rest is channelled through Koor 
trade. 

Compared to the total industrial 
setup (exluding diamonds) in Israel, 
Koor can still grow, for it accounts 
for only nine per cent of all in- 
dustrial workers, only ten per cent 
of sales, and only 12 per cent of 
both industrial exports and in- 
dustrial investments. 

“These figures,” Gavish points 
out, “might make us a giant in 
Israel, but compared to some inter- 


national giants, we are only a husky . 
toddiér with a long way to go. We ᾿ 


stilEhave plenty of room to grow.” 

Gavish does not think that Koor, 
which controls 250 companies, will 
ever develop into a formless and un- 
wieldy conglomeration, “where the 
head has no idea what the bands 
and feet are doing.”

Peak electricity load period shifts from winter to summer

HAIFA. — Power consumption by 
the business and public sectors went 
up 10 per cent during the 1981/82 
fiscal year, while industry took only 
one per cent more than during the 
previous year, according to 
Statistics released by the Electric 

Corporation yesterday. 
During the year domestic 
electricity consumption rose by two 


per cent and power for pumping 


water went up by six per cent.

ALL THESE NEW ventures, plus 
the expansion of existing facilities in 
various companies, will cost $150m. 
in 1982-83 alone, Gavish says. 

“Of this sum, about half will 
come from ploughing back our 
profits; the other half will come 
from foreign investors and govern- 
ment loans,” Gavish explains. “We 
are also looking to the stock market 
to raise about five per cent of this 
sum," he adds, 

But it will not be “Koor as Koor™ 
that will be traded (a very small por- 
tion of the conglomerate’s shares 
are now traded on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange), but rather in- 
dividual companies. For example, 
Elul Investments plans to raise 
money to finance Arit, a plant to 
polish lenses; Alliance Tires, traded 
for years, may also raise money by 
floating a new issue. “Another com- 
pany, whose name I cannot reveal, 
will probably also use the stock 
market." (Gavish declines to say if 
this is a new company going public, 
or one already listed.) 

Including Koor and Alliance, 
another three companies in which 
Koor has equity are traded on the 
stock market today. These are 
Fedoil, Shemen and Teva. Two of 
these companies, Alliance and 
Teva, are also traded on the stock 
market in New York. 


During the year the corporation 
improved the fuel efficiency in its 
power stations. It reduced the 
amount of fuel burned from 240 to 
238 grammes per kilowatt/hour, for 
a total saving of 1566 million, the 
report said stated. A total of three 
million tons of fuel oil were burned 
last year, while coal went on-stream 
only at the end of the year.

ON THE HOME FRONT Gavish 
expects Koor Industries to get a

“Despite the ups and downs in 
the local market, our future lies in 
exporting, and “this means more 
R&D, more advanced technology 
and higher praductivity,” he says.

This 
means a line for which the giants 
abroad don't care to retool or set up 
special production lines, while we 
with our much smaller production 
can do the job just as cheaply as 
anyone abroad. 

“Above all, we must invest more 
in each individual worker. In the 
US... companies invest, $50,000 for 
each industrial worker, in RED... Ἢ 
machines, production lines, ete. 
Other industrialized countries in the 
West spent about the same. This 
figure is about three times the 
average sums invested in each 
Israeli industrial worker. Although 
Koor invests considerably more 
than the national average, it is still 
far below the American figure,” he 
stresses,

This inherent advantage to the government is 
magnified by the power the law gives the Prime Minister to set the 
commission's terms of reference: what it should, and. even more im- 
portant, what it should not, investigate. 

It thus came as a distinct surprise that the government yesterday 
decided to reject the proposal to establish such an objective, but har- 
dly hostile, investigation into the Beirut massacres. The surprise was 
all the greater in view of the unprecedented television appearance of 
President Yitzhak Navon on Monday night, asking specifically for 
the appointment of such a commission, following his meeting earlier 
in the day with Prime Minister Begin. 

There is, therefore, an unmistakable element of peremptory rejec- 
tion of ἃ presidential initiative in the cabinet's decision. There is also 
an element of the ludicrous for this very same cabinet. only half a 
year ago, rubber stamped Mr. Begin's demand to establish a judicial 
commission to investigate the murder 49 years ago of Haim 
Arlosoroff, On that occasion. too, Mr. Begin spoke of a “bload libel” 
against his Revisionist colleagues who were charged with the murder 
but cleared by a Mandatory court. 

The issue at stake in the Beirut tragedy is not Israel's direct in- 
volvement as our enemies claim, contrary to all the evidence. Rather, 
what is under debate is the decision to permit the Phalange forces to 
enter the Palestinian camps and whether the massacres continued 
even after Israeli officials learned about them. 

The cabinet's decision yesterday — despite the opposition of some - 
ministers — lends itself to two opposite. but equally regrettable, in- 
terpretations. Either it felt asense of guilt, and therefore, for political 
reasons, resisted giving the imprimatur of a commission of inquiry to 
the damning facts, or, it was swept up by Mr. Begin’s insistence that 
only others err or sin, but that Israel and his government are always 


In other words, the Prime Minister and the majority of his cabinet 
have apparently opted in favour of brazening it out. 

This also fits in with the decision to withhold the testimony of the 
chief of staff and other senior army officers from the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. Such an instruction could only have 
come from their political superiors in the government and in the 
Ministry of Defence. Defence Minister Sharon has himself refused to 
appear before the committee since last week. 

But above all these there is the thundering silence of {sracl's top 
political leaders since last Friday. The damage to Israel's name in the 
world has already been done. But the people of Israel have a right to 
demand a convincing explanation from their leaders, 

Obviously Mr. Begin, despite his stubborn effort to dig into a fox- 
hole of self righteousness, is making a bad mistake for the nation and 


Many Israelis who supported the Begin government in the first 
months of the Lebanese Operation will simply not accept Mr. Begin's 
stance and the mess of Lebanon any longer. 

The decision not to establish a commission of inquiry nor to appor- 
tion blame for Beirut where it belongs may well lead to the beginning 
of the end of that popular support. 


PRIME MINISTER Begin is 
fighting tooth and nail against the 
calls for a full-Nedged state com mis- 
sion of inquiry to look into Israel’s 
responsibility — if any — for the 
Beirut massacre. From his point of 
view, he is absolutely right to do so: 
the creation of such a commission 
could well lead ta the downfall of 
his government. 

This could happen regardless 
even of what the commission even- 
tually reported. The Agranat Com- 
mission did not condemn the Golda 
Meir Government for the Yom Kip- 
pur War failure, yet its very ex- 
istence was a key factor in the 
momentum of public pressure 
which eventually led to Golda's 
downfall. 

Begin made a vigorous case 
against a commission at yesterday's 
cabinet meeting, and found support 
among most of the ministers. He 
contended, rightly again from his 
viewpoint, that many of those 
proposing 2 commission of inquiry 
were really seeking in this way to 
topple the government. 

Another minister — reporters 
were not told who it was — added 
another argument to boost those of 
the Prime Minister. Israel, he said, 
had no need to hurry to set up any 
inquiry. After all, Great Britain, the 
mother of democracies, had waited 
a full three months, untii ali the 
boys were back home from the 
South Atlantic, before setting up an

TN THESE FIRST DAYS after the 
slaughter of Palestinians in Lebanon 
feports continue to flood us with 
details of what happened, who did 
it, and how it could have been 
prevented. The people who supply, 
manipulate, and analyze informa- 
tion have a lot of work on their 
hands. 

What, however happens to those 
of us who are not the major actors, 
the grey, silent, public who have 
suffered, without any real reason, 85 
if we have blood on our hands? 

We are not addressed by the 
politicians and the reporters. We sit 
Staring at the wall. We take hot 
baths to alleviate our depression. In 
many ways our experiences seem to 
matter little to policy, for what in- 
deed are we quiet mourners ac- 
complishing? 

All this is about moral-coming-to- 
terms. Rational arguments about 
who did what and who did not, have 
a place. 

Why this pedi eng slaughtcr? 
Why does it have the capacity to 
stop the world? Last year the Syrian 
government slaughtered, according 
to various reports, 10 to 20 times 
more people after encircling one of 
their own cities. Syrians, Christians, 
Moslems, and Palestinians killed 
each other — the Syrians always be- 
ing admittedly the net gainers in the 
blood balance over the last seven 
years in Lebanon.
